G.S.R 10(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 57 of the Delhi Development Act, 1957 (61 of 1957) 
read with Rule (4) of the Delhi Development (Misc.) Rules, 1959, the Delhi Development Authority, with the previous 
approval of Central Government, hereby makes the following Regulations regulating the method of recruitment to the posts 
of Assistant Engineer (Civil) and (Electrical) in the DDA.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the‘marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

3.Power to relax :When the Appointing 

Authority is of the opinion 
that it is necessary or 
expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be 
recorded in wiriting, relax 
any of the provisions 
of these regulations in 
respect of any class or 
category of persons or 
posts. 
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4. Savings : Nothing in these rules shall 

affect reservation relaxation 
of age limit and other 
concession required to be 
provided for the Scheduled 
Casts, the Schedules Tribes, 
the other Backward classes.
